OmcAfio, March 25.— A. crazed ele- 


phant, which had killed her keeper and 
escaped from her quarters, charged up 
and down the streets and alleys of 
the west side this afternoon, and al- 
though escorted in her wanderinge by a 
small army of policemen, was not cap- 
tured until late tonight.

He then drove her 
into the alley and proceeded to give her 
the dally exercise. Scott mounted Gyp- 
sy's head and rode her around for a few 
minutes, finally 
ng her nearly in 
lly stoppin 


front of the barn. Reaching over ia 
.front Scott jammed the iron hook with 
which he controlled the bit; beaat, into 
her flesh just above the right eye. 
He 


then slid down her forehead to the 
around. 


Scarcely had hia feet touched the 


ground when Gypsy raised her trunk 
and threw Scott to the ground. She 
then seized the man iii her trunk, 
raised him high in the air and hurled 
him violently against the doors of a 
abed. 


The force with which he waa cast 


against the doors broke thorn down and 
8cott landed on the ground 
inside, 


crushed and broken. 


"Help," he cried, "ehe will kill me." 
Hearing the noise from inaide the 


ehed Gypsy reached in with her trunk 
after her keeper, who made all the 
effort hie injured condition would al- 
low to get out of her reach. He contin- 
ued to cry for aid and still Gypsy tried 
to get at him. 
Bus. Fred Jackaon, who lives in Jack- 


son Boulevard, ran into the alley and 
tried to reach the doora of the barn in 
order to Buuimon aid. But her move- 
ments were observed by the Gypay and 
with a scream the elephant ran for Mrs. 
Irwifl. She turned for her own gate 
-and reached it barely in time time to 
avoid the bit: brute aa ehe thundered 
into the alley. 


A call was immediately sent in to the 


Wcflt Lake police station and the ambul- 
ance waa dispatched to the scene. The 
oflicera, after much trouble, managed to 
.get Scott away, but he died in a abort 
-time. 


Meanwhile Gypsy was wandering at 


her own sweet will. She strolled from 
the bam to -lackeon Boulevard and back 
again. Twenty policemen were called 
from the \Veat Lake police station, half 
a dozen from Warren avenue elation 
and ten Park police men under Captain 
Patrick. Xo one cared to tackle the 
brute. 


When he was llret informed of the 


affair, Harris, owner of the animal, 
offered large euma for a man who could 
shoot her but no one responded. Hud 
<jypay charged into the street at any 
time, her victims would have numbered 
many for the boulevard waa thronged. 
The animal was finally quieted by the 
elephant trainerfl from the city parka.

to be Empress, although she goes by the 
Jiame of Gypsy, owing to her reputation 
for dangerous temper.
